If 
they exUt at all, they do not :>ppear among 
its representative men.'' licit burt that 
John aid not mention Mr. Marble, of the 
New York World, in his list of Democratic 
leaders, lor Marble is a friend of mine, and 
his paper baa spoken of me in tbe lairest 
and kindest way nearly everyday lor some 
mouths past. Van Buren declared that

The contest between John Sherman aud 
Gen. Scbenck, for a majority of supporters 
in the state Legislature, with a view to tbe 
I i: ted Slates Senatorship, has been very 
Bloat, aud tbe friends of Scbenck claim that 
Sherman is beaten. 

A resident of Charleston, S. C, a gentle- 
man of much culture and moral worth, 
says th:.: the two most unchristian and 
M rare denunciations of tbe North be heard 
in tbat city, were by natives of the old Bay 
State— Rev. William C. Dana.sonof the late 
Daniel Dana, D. D., of Newburyport, and 
Bar. William IDoper Adams, son of Rev. 
Nebemiab Adams, D. D., of Boston. 

Governor I'erry, in bis message to the 
Legislature of South Carolina, says tbat if 
the numbers of Congress to be elected from 
that State should lie "in Washington with 
their credentials when tbe clerk calls tbe 
roll, they cannot bo excluded more than 
those from Massachusetts." Headde.l that 
no man in South Carolina could take tbe 
test oath, and that it is not the policy of the 
President to enforce this, and be believed 
it is not the policy of Congress. This decla- 
ration is of considerable importance, and 
has a semi-official tone. But the Governor 
may be too fast. The President, in his de- 
claration to Virginians, has seemed to in- 
dorse tbe test oath, or at least to leave it to 
Congress, who are very likely toinsist upon 
its general application, without much re- 
gard to its right or wrong, its policy or im- 
policy. 

Holden the present Provisional Governor 
oTVorth Carolina, is a candidate at the 
coming election for the same office. His 
opponent is Worth, the present State Treas- 
urer. The Washington correspondent of 
the Boston Journal says that a letter from 
Raleigh states that his chances of election 
are growing le*s and less every day, and 
that Mii* competitor, Mr. Worth, will prob- 
ably be elected by a considerable majority. 
The latter has the advantage of Uoiden in 
bis record as a Union man, and also fiom 
the fact tbat he is pledged to the payment 
of the State debt— a matter which the JIol- 
denites timidly say nothing about in their 
platform. This latter omissien, it is be- 
lieved, will throw a majority of the sece«- 
■tea vote in favor of Worth. But tbe 
prompt rejection of the plan to pay the debt 
by the convention, on President Johnson's 
suggestion, makes the issue iu the canvass 
of very little value for Worth. 

The election of Gov. Sharkey as United 
States Senator from Mississippi has been 
cited as conclusive evidence that tbe Legis- 
lature approves the Governor's course, aud 
is in favor of tbe bill allowing negro testi- 
mony in court. Tbe same Legislature, 
however, also elected J. L. Alcorn for the 
long Senatorial term. Unlike Governor 
Sharkey, he is opposed to the negro testi- 
mony bill and in favor of abolishing the 
special court of equity, established by Pro- 
\ wonal Governor Sharkey and recognized 
by the Convention, and of punishing se- 
verely the officers carrying out its decisions. 
In thus choosing one who is opposed lo tbe 
course aud views of the Governor, the Leg- 
islature nullifies whatever approval nicy 
have been included in the previous choiceof 
the Governor biinsel f. They send Sharkey to 
smooth the way for their admission, but 
send Alcorn along to neutralize any loyal 
vote Sharkey may be tempted to give. 
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Awful Shipwreck— Two Hundred and 
sixty Coolies Drowufyd or Eaten by 
Tigers. 

Tbe American built ship Eagle Speed 
was wrecked near Halliday's Island, on 
August tbe 22d, while on her way from 
Port Canning to Demurs, India, with four 
hundred and ninely-seveu Coolies aboard. 
The results are thus described iu tbe Eug- 
li.h BBfJMMR 

Three of the Eagle Speed's boats were 
launched, manned by tbe crew. Including 
the Coolies who threw themselves into the 
water on hen coops, the boats saved one 
hundred and sixty-nine, aud all the Euro- 
peans. Captain iloskius* boat made five 
irips, but tbe others were soon smashed; 
DM of them had nt half-past twelve brought 
olf tbe Captain, whom his own crew re- 
fused to bc:p. Tho steamtr Lady Elgin, 
w hich was near, left for Port Canning, no 
bint was given to three huudred miserable 
wretches who were sinking, to launch the 
ship's cutler, whi'lt had not been used 
though the one European left and five 
negroes did do eo, and with thirty coolies, 
were afterward found by the steamer. The 
ship continued to float all that night, aud 
did not sink till seven on Wednesday morn- 
ing, justifying tbe opinion of Captain Hop- 
kins. "Considering the rate at which the 
ship was sinkiug, I was sanguine tbat wo 
would have succeeded in getting the greater 
portion of tbe Coolies out." Two steamers 
were at once sent round from Calcutta, and 
the Lady Elgin returned from Port Can- 
ning. They louud three Cooiie lads on the 
mast of the wreck, and saved about sixty 
more, who, with others, had lloated to Hal- 
liday's aud Butcher's Islauds, where tbe 
tigers are said to have destroyed many of 
the wretched men. The Coolies assert tbat 
the last European attempted to fire the ship. 
Of the four hundred aud uinety-seveu Coo- 
lies, two huudred and sixty seem to have 
p-nshed on tbat terrible Wednesday morn- 
iug, or afurwards iu tbe juugle. 

The Naval Trial. 

The great dock trial between the Wi- 
nooski aud Algonquin was brought to a 
summary termination yesterday by tho re- 
fusal ol Mr. Dickerson to allow the Algon- 
quin to complete tbe ninety-six hours' trial, 
on account of alleged unfairness aud viola- 
tion of tbe agreement by tbe engineers of 
tbe Winooski. Consequently, at ten min- 
utes past two o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
the engine ol the Algonquin was stopped, 
after she had completed 03,252 revolutions. 
Mr. Dickersou's friends claim that be is jus- 
tified in refusing to pursue tbe trial further, 
as one of tbe articles of agreement was that 
the throttle valve of the Winooski should 
remain open. This was done; but the Wi- 
nooski'* engineers used a stop valve, which 
Mr. Dickerson insists to all intents and pur- 
pa M is a throttle valve in the manner in 
•rhteh it is used. Tbe engineers of the Wi- 
nooski allege that there is no unfairness on 
their part; tbat it is iierfectly legal for them 
to use the stop valve, as thissimple arrange- 
ment performs the very same duty as tho 
OOmphoatad cut-oil of Mr. Dickerson. They 
also insist that within two hours of the 
stoppage of the Algonquin's engines, the 
WtoooaaJ had gained two hundred aud thir- 
i v-six turns on her opponent, and over 
eight hundred the previous tweutv-four 
hours. The Winooski still continues to run 
the ninety-six hours as origiually intended. 
Last evening she was running splendidly, 
making fully fifteen revolutions of her 
wheels per minute. 

The whole of this subject will be referred 
to tbe Secretary of the Navy for his adjudi- 
cation.— New York Herald, Oct. 27.

clamation of emancipation, the soldier of 
the loyal army is a fret man— is capable of 
contracting with the Government for pay 
and bounty, and, without respect to color, 
is fully entitled to all the benefits and re- 
wards of tbe service he performs, and, 
therefore, entitled to tbe bounty offered by 
Congress to volunteers.— Boston Common- 



What England has Brought Upou 
self. 

The London Daily News frankly tells the 
English tbat evil results have come of their 
conduct during the war. It says: 

The Alabamas and Shenandoabs were 
admitted to all tbe privileges of men-of- 
war, and were allowed to pursue their ca- 
reer of spoliation unmolested. We are 
now witnesses to the consequences of our 
doctrines. As we have sown so we are 
reaping. Nor will whining, depreciation, 
or blustering repentance avail us now. 

It needs little sagacity now, surely, to de- 
termine which would have been tbe more 
advisable course— tbe course which was ac- 
tually followed, or that which was rejected. 
No one, certainh', who has watched the 
eouise of tbe war, will pretend that the de- 
vastations of the Alabama and Shenandoah 
either shortened or prolonged the war one 
hour. No doubt individuals suffered great 
loss; but it is in vain to imagine that tbe 
resolution of the Executive at Washington 
or of the American people was influenced 
oue jot by their calamities. 

Probably the efiect upon the North was, 
that the mass of their mercantile marine 
was transferred into tbe names of British 
citizens. The national injury tbat wasdone 
was done by this country. The people of 
the North felt with a bitter pang, which it 
may take j-ears to assuage, that if their 
commerce had been destroyed it was de- 
stroyed by ships built, equipped, armed 
und partly manned by British citizens. 
Had there been no Liverpool and no Glas- 
gow, there would have been no Alabamas. 
What we*have done has not been to aid tbe 
North or the South, but to exasperate bo<b. 
Tbe North, indeed, felt that, let the British 
sympathizers do what they please in tbe 
way of supplying last sailing steam cruis- 
ers, they could not ultimately effect the re- 
sult of the war. But it is vain to deny that 
th- depredations of these cruisers roused a 
spirit of indignation and rancor In tbe 
American mind which, most unhappily, 
is still kept alive by tbe obstinacy of the 
captain of the Shenandoah. Whether or 
not it is advisable to treat this man and his 
crew as pirates, we oiler no opinion. It is 
natural enough that some who encouraged 
and defended those who were engaged in 
fitting out such vessels should be alarmed 
at th- results of their doctrines. But they 
should console themselves with the tattoo* 
tion that, as these ccbscquences inevitably 
followed from their principles, it is not im- 
probable tbat their principles need revis- 
ion. 

Tbe Ulair Brothers. 

Tbe two elder members of tbe Blair fam- 
ily, Mou'.goiuery and Francis P., Jr., have 
allied themselves to tbe Democracy. The 
Union party can extend their hearty con- 
gratulation to the Democracy on this acces- 
sion to (heir ranks. 1 f the two politicians 
prove as mischievous to tbe Democracy as 
Ihey have to the party which they have 
left, the Democrats will rue the day that 
they received t lie deserters. Tbe result is 
scarcely pro'oable, for tho affinities .of the 
Blair brothers have always beeu \vith the 
Democracy since tho conflict between libe- 
ralism and excluaiveism begun to rage 
most fiercely in our politics. They were 
kept quiet for a time by the consideration 
which they enjoyed in the Union party, as 
p. tted children are bushed by the confec- 
tionery. But as the spoiled brats will 
bawl the moment the sweet-meats are not 
forthcoming, just so the tw o Blabs showed 
their native treachery of character, the mo- 
meut tbe official pap was takeu out ol their 
eager mouths. They bad no earnest con- 
victions when they were acting with tbe 
Union party; or it they had they were not 
tbos- which tbe great body of the party 
bad. So long as tbe Uniou party was a 
machine tbat tbe Blairs could ride on, it 
was a very fine thing which they conde- 
scended to patronize. But since they threw 
the Blair* off they have forsaken it, to 
catch a ride on tbe Opposition train. 

These Blairs are tbe only family in our 
politics tbat constitute a faction, conscious- 
ly working together Cor mutual aggraadias- 
ment. There are the Wasbburns, to be 
sure, who all belong to oue party, but yet 
never have manifested the clannish spirit, 
and acted liken mischievous cabal, as the 
Blairs have done; nor has any other fam- 
ily. 

The TUairs have been compared to the 
Gienviils, Bedfbeds aud Jenkiusons who 
Ugured in English parliamentary history 
in the last century. The propelling mo- 
tive ofth. se fimlies was rancor or greed. 
They were venal; they had a small follow- 
ing in parliament: they had large posses- 
sions und considerable constituencies; tbey 
were sold in tho lump. But the buyers 
found them intractable and faithless. Tbe 
parallel is good. The motives of the Blairs 
is the nunej self-interest is the mainspring 
of their actlonsj they follow the stronger 
motive, which w the greater reward. They 
are treacherous lo friends aud intractable 
in Ibe bauds of their allies tbe moment tbe 
siring play of their ambition ia not satis* 
tied. They freely make up for the lack of 
their following by their boundless assur- 
ance, tbe virulence of tbeir hate and the iu- 
teinperab ness of their scolding. They have 
had no real business with tho parly to 
which they attached themselves, and never 
did it more service than by leaving it.

McGregor whs arrested in Windsor 
by a broker whom he bad swindled out of 
$1,200, but upon refunding the money was 
released, and immediately crossed the 
river to Detroit. The victimized parties 
from London. Chatham, and other towns 
have been at Windsor for two or three days 
past, in search of the swindler. As no for- 
gery was committed, it is believed that Mc- 
Gregor cannot be arrested. 

The Richmond Knquirer, originally pub- 
lish<-d in 1804, has reappeared.

Now we ac- 
allegiance first to the Union, 
we held obedience to be due first to 
the State, and the same honesty and sincer- 
ity which made the sous of Virginia brave 
the dangers of battle, and suffer uncom- 
plainingly the hardships of a four years' 
war. will make them true and faithful to 
their oath of allegiance.'' 

The official vote from ninety four coun- 
ties in Georgia, returned to the office of the 
Provisional Governor, foots up a little over 
th'.rty-live thousand.

The Journal of yesterday morning re- 
preaches the old sermon about certain peo- 
ple at the North, not heeding enough the 
advice to let charity begin at home; in 
other words, not minding their own busi- 
ness. 

It gives us, in full volume, and bristling 
with red hot interrogations, as with hooks 
ou which to hang up all northern radicals, 
the old story about the low wages, bard 
work and poor living of the sewing girls 
and other female operatives of the North- 
ern cities. It is a sad and thrilling subject 
—one every way worthy the thought 
and eloquence of the Journal. We do not 
think the Journal can give too much labor 
to gathering the facts and bringing them to 
bear upon the public mind and conscience; 
nor need it fear lest its appeals and its logic 
should be too fervent and too efficient. In 
its own words, we may say, "'there is work 
enough there to engage all iu fine abilities, 
materials for its most pointed epigrams, 
and thrilling bursts of humane eloquence."' 

But when, in the present condition of the 
country's affairs, the Journal teaches that 
because there is this class of over-worked 
and under-paid females among the people 
of the North, they (the people), as citizens 
of the United States, have no business to 
concern themselves about the status of the 
negro under this Government, we can but 
be amazed and astonished. This kind of 
arguing where slavery was concerned, was 

Ml very common. We supposed it had 
been renounced with the sin in whose 
service it had so often been used as a 
weapon. 

Either the Journal has told us its honest 
belief as to the duty of Northern people to- 
wards the freedmen, or else it stands con- 
victed of panderiDg to ignorance and mere 
sectional prejudice. To assume— and, in- 
deed, in the ubsence of any admission to 
the contrary, there is no course open to us 
but to assume— that the article before us 
says, by word and by implication, just 
what the Journal believes, is to accuse it <of 
ignorance to such a degree, and of such 
shallowness of perception of the logical and 
moral relations of things, as is amazing and 
criminal iu a public journal. There can be 
no (.scare from this. But let us see how 
some of the Journal's assertions will stand 
exposure to the facts. It says: 

Now, these negroes, if they will work, can 
g( t steady employment at ten to twenty 
dollars a month, and be boarded besides. 
Common black female f-ervauts in this city 
get eight and ten dollars or more a month 
and boarded— and do pretty much as they 
please, and about as little as they please— 
while the better class can command still 
better terms. Frequently they will aban- 
don good places rattier than do one half the 
work that a smart German or Irisii girl 
would perform without complaining. 

There is work enough, with good pay and 
good treatment, for all the negroes of both 
> exes now in the South. There are the most 
pressing calls for labor. 

It is true that there is work enough, and 
the demand for laborers has made itself 
heard from end to end of the South. The 
negroes are there, fresh from the planta- 
tions—the good living and good treatment 
of theh-old masters. The Freedmen's Bu- 
reau bids them work— everybody urge* 
them to work. Now, why don't tht*y go to 
work? The Journal says they will not. 
We say they dare not, and that they thus 
show that they are exactly like other peo- 
ple. After the experience they have had of 
what slavery is; after suffering untold 
hardships duriug the four years of war— a 
war which they know their masters waged 
for no other purpose but to keep them in 
bondage; and knowing, better than any of 
us, bow greedily they would be re-enslaved 
if a chance < lb- red, we say it is not strange 
that they wiil not go to work in a country 
thero is no law but the laws and cus- 
which they have hitherto lived 
in a state of slavery. Have thero been no 
abuses, no murders, no robbing of negroes 
in t/tc South, by Southern people, since the 
close of the war? Is it of no moment, in 
this connection, that colored schools in va- 
rious parts of the South have beeu ordered 
to close by the very men who formerly 
owned some of these negroes as slaves, the 
school-henses burned, the teachers ordered 
to leave? Is it ol no moment that peacea- 
ble Northern men and women, going into 
the country on legitimate and peaceable 
business, have often been warned to leave 
the country, and been obliged to go ? Is it 
of no moment that officers of the United 
States army, and privates also, and mem- 
bers of the United States military police, 
have been murdered, or arrested and 
threatened with hanging and Bhootiug? 
And all these things within three 
too— some of them within a week? 

The animus of all these doings is, "We 
do not want, and we will not have, North 
ern people and Northern institutions 
among us." The belief that the Northern 
man is their friend is deep and universal in 
the blacks. Freedom, education, equality 
bt lore the law, are Northern. The negroes 
know this just as well as their former mas- 
ters. Eveu now, Northern men shrink 
from going South or sending their money 
there, because of these very outrages. Life 
and liberty are not held sacred there prac- 
tically, whatever may be the theory. And 
the matter is made no better, by the fact 
that all over the South men have clung to 
their slaves, denying them the boon con- 
ferred by the President's proclamation and 
by martial law, until the military power 
has interposed and compelled the stave 
owner to let go the bondmen. 

Now these negroes who will not work, as 
the Journal has it, know all these Jacts, 
and innumerable more of a like character. 
And their ignorance and superstition do 
not lessen at all the influence of such facts 
in making them so distrustful of the good 
faith of their old masters that they dare 
not go to work for them. And we trust the 
Journal will not fail to char_-e the respon- 
sibility for this ignorance and superstition 
against the proper agents — the system ot 
slavery and those who have sustained it. 

Jn West Tennessee and Eastern Arkansas, 
as well as in Northern Mississippi, we have 
had a chance to know what is the feeling of 
the freedmen, and its causes. The same 
causes have been at work all over the 
South, And we might toll the Journal, if 
It does not already know it, that in this city, 
in Louisville, Kentucky, negroes who, until 
the repeal of martial law in this State, had 
worked faithfully with the same employer 
for a long time, have now no inducement to 
contented labor. They complain of too 
much work, and talk of quitting. Why 
this change? Their former masters have 
reasserted their ownership of them, and 
compel their employers to pay them, the 
owners, every cent of their wages. 
Again : 

And yet we suppose there are a hundred 
thousand poor wnite females in New York 
and its vicinity, who might envy the wages 
and work that are at the option of every 
black woman in the Southern States. 

What do the sewing girls and other female 
operatives of New V ork say to such a sup- 
position? Wages aad work are offered to 



but under what circumstances? We have 
lneagerly shown what these circumstances 
are. Work and wages for black women in 
the South now, the Journal must know, 
must mean under the circumstances as they 
now exist in the South, and not as they may 
be in the State of New York, or as they may 
be in Kentucky in 1870. 
And again: , 
We ^interrogate, where are the thunders 
of the humanitarians aud philanthropists 
of the Empire State? Why is not a system 
of agitation set on foot, why are not socie- 
ties formed and appeals put forth, and 
tracts written and distributed, and parties 
organized with reference to evils at home, 
evils whose shadows are long and length- 
ening, evils that pertain to white men and 
white women ana white children of both 
s^xes, evils that, if allowed to go uncheck- 
ed, must ere long startle the community 
that is unheedful of them with the gravest 
and direst results. 

We wish we had time and space right 
here to show the Journal what agitation 
has been made, what uppeals put forth, 
how many tracts written and distributed, 
how many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars expended, and how much crime and 
suffering prevented, by the thirty-four pub- 
lic charitable organizations aud institu- 
tions, and the thirty private benevolent so- 
cieties, of New York City alone. The Jour- 
nal could not have been ignorant, when it 
wrote this article of the vast eleemosynary 
labors of the North for its own poor and un- 
fortunate, and that the radical men, as it 
calls them, have always aided their full 
share.

MUitnr.u OP FOUR DISCHARGED 
COLORED SOLDIERS. 

Gen. Palmer was yesterday apprised of 
the murder of four discharged colored sol- 
diers by a party of rebels in Nelson county. 
From a gentleman who came to the city 
yesterday we obt iined the following facts 
relative to the bloody deed: On las', Friday 
evening, about dark, live recently dis- 
charged colored soldiers left Iligh Grove, 
at the junction of the Bardstowu, Bloom- 
field and Louisville pikes, and when they 
had gone a short distauce on the Bloomfield 
pike were confronted by a party of armed 
men, who immediately began to fire upon 
them, in true guerrilla fashion. Four of 
the soldiers were shot down, the Gfth mak- 
ing his escape by flight. Three of them 
were shot dead, and the other one was 
mortally wounded. The offense of these 
murdered men was that they had been 
Union soldiers. The instigation to the crime 
was. of course, rebel hate. In view of this 
atrocious deed and other acts of rebel ma- 
lignity and vengeance that have occurred, 
Union men will not likely hereafter have 
reason to regret their opposition to the re- 
moval of martial law in this State. 

Our informant says there are hundreds 
of returned rebel soldiers in Bullitt, 
Spencer, and Nelson counties, who go 
armed and whose bearing toward Un.on 
men upon all occasions is domineering and 
insulting, and who are frequently guilty of 
the grossest outrages upon Union citizens. 
The notorious guerrilla cut-throat, one- 
armed Berry, and his band, find in this re- 
gion a safe retreat, and are harbored and 
encouraged by rebel citizens. Colored men 
who left those counties to enter the service, 
cannot now return to see their lamilies and 
friends except at the risk of being 6hot 
down by returned rebel soldiers and 
guerrillas. Wo trust measures will be 
adopted at once to bring thesj murderers 
to justice, and to protect loyal citizens from 
rebel violence and outrages. 

LORD l'ALMERSl'O S. 

Henry William Temple, or Viscount 
Pulmerston by right of l irth, was born in 
Hampshire, England, 20th October, 1781, 
His father was a nephew of Sir William 
Temple, of literary celebrity, and was cre- 
ated a Peer of Irclaud, with the title of 
Baron Temple and Viscount Palmerston, 
iu 1722. Beginning his education at Har- 
row, he studied mental philosophy for a 
time under Duyald Stewart at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburg, and, when twenty-one 
years of age, graduated as Master of Arts 
al Cambridge University. He at once en- 
tered upon political life. As Peer of Ire- 
laud he could seek an election to the House 
of Lords from Ireland, but he chose an 
election to the House of Commons from 
England. So, when still under twenty-two 
years of age, he became a candidate for 
representative for Cambridge University, 
but was defeated. Very soon after, how- 
ever, he was chosen to a Beat in the Com- 
mons by the proprietary-borough of Bleteh- 
iugley. He managed to retain a seat until 
1811, in which year he succeeded in being 
returned for Cambridge University, whose 
representative he remained for the next 
twenty years. 

Ou his entrance into public life ho attach- 
ed himself to the Tory party, accepting, in 
1807, the post of Juuior Lord of the Admi- 
ralty, iu the Cabinet of the Duke of Port- 
land. He remained a Tory, holding the 
post of Secretary of War from 1809 to lbiiS, 
under five different administrations, until 
about 1829, when he took ground in his 
public speeches in favor of a more active 
and open sympathy with the struggle on 
the Continent for constitutional liberty. 
He left the Tories, and joined the Whigs in 
1830, was Earl Gray's Foreign Secretary, 
aud advocated the Reform Bill of Lord 
Jehu Russell. This latter act lost him his 
seat for Cambridge University. 

From 1835 to 1841 he was Foreign Secre- 
tary in the Melbourne ministry, and largely 
increased his reputation as a diplomatist. 
He was in the opposition duriug the second 
administration of Peel, and was severe up- 
on Lord Aberdeen for his settlement of the 
boundary line between Maine and New 
Brunswick. In 184G he returned to the 
Foreign Secretaryship in Lord Russell's 
Cabinet. In 1851 he was dismissed from 
this office by Lord John Russell, because 
he refused to allow his foreign dispatches to 
be revised by Prince Albert. But public 
opinion came to his aid, and he at length 
overthrew the ministry that had dismissed 
him. In 1855 he formed the ministry which 
brought the war with Russia to a close. In 
I8M his ministry was overthrown, but the 
next year he was culled to form another. 
Altogether he had a public career of nearly 
sixty years, nearly fifty of which he held 
office. He died October 18, 1865.

Stocks aud Mouey Market. 

Nkw York, Nov. 1.— Gold is easier. The 
gold paid out for the 5 20 coupons received 
by the city of Boston, is coming to a certain 
extent upon the street, and relieves the 
market. 

The customs demand is moderate, the 
price has ranged at 145|@1455i. 

Foreign exchange is nominal, as usual on 
Wednesdays; GO days' sterling are quoted 
at 108^(^108%; francs, long dates, bJ.VA(a, 

The foreign imports, at the port of New- 
York, for the last month, September, were 
122,674,408, against $100,539,45*.) for the cor- 
responding month last year, and from the 
comparatively small proportion entered for 
ware-house, and the large amount with- 
drawn from bond, it appears that the 
receipts were not at all beyond the wants 
of the market. 

The amount of goods yet in bond at their 
gold value, was reduced more than three 
million of dollars. 

The receipts for customs during Septem- 
ber, reached the unprecedented total of 
1120,296 15, attribntable, not only as large 
amounts of goods entered for consumption, 
but also to large withdrawals from bond; 
while the exports show a decline, the im- 
pt ris were ?J,l."i7,44!» in gold value, aud the 
exoorts only £15,5W,:il4 in currency, so that 
reducing toe latter to the gold value, 
there was an excess of imports ovr ex- 
ports of about $115,000,000. This balance, 
however, has been set oil to an important 
extent by the export of 5-20 bonds aud 
other securities. The exports continue 
large, chielly owing to the large shipments 
of cotton. 

The exports of domestic produce for the 
week included 2162 pounds beeswax, 22">,.,Jl 
bbls. wheat Hour, 550 bbls. rye flour, 2125 
bids, corn meal, 32,801 bushels wheat, 300 
bushels oai.s, 19:»4 bushels peas, 19,908 bush- 
els corn, 1082 pkgs. caudles, 180 tons coal, 
14,<i91 bales cotton, 1019 bales rags, 12 bales 
hops, bbls. ernde turpentine, 1984 bbls. 
rosin, 40 bbls. pitch, 1010 gallons whale oil, 
480 gallons lard oil, 112 gallons linseed oil. 
MM i bis, pork, 1686 bbls. aud 500 tierces 
beet, ."to.023 pounds cut meats, 38,264 pounds 
butter, 38^,712 pounds chee3e, 278^088 poufsdsj 
lard. 185 bbls. rice, 36,225 pounds tallow, 
iS4£84 gallons petroleum, 3156 hhds. and 
2036 other pkgs.; crude tobacco, 39,419 
pounds manufactured. 



From Mexico— Destructive Gale— City of 
Mexico Almost submerged— Curious 
Phenomenon— Guerrilla Warfare. 

MEW York, Nov. 1. — The steamer Yera 
Cruz, from Vera Cruz the 22d of October 
and Havana the 27th, has arrived, and re- 
ports that between Tavernier and Corry's 
Fort light house, eight or nine vessels were 
on the reef, one of them a large screw steam- 
er, apparently Amercan, about Ave miles 
south of Corry's Fort, and surrounded by 
wreek«r>. 

The Lake of Texicuco, immediately ad- 
joining the City of Mexico, was on the 5th 
Of October within one inch of the level of 
the city. If the rains had continued a few- 
hours "longer great destruction of property 
would have resulted. 

Maximilian aud the Empress would leave 
on a visit to Yucatan Nov. 5th. 

•The railroad between Puebla and the City 
of Mexico will be completed by the 1st of 
May next. Over four thousand laborers 
are" employed on the railroad from Vera 
Cruz to Mexico. 

Subscriptions are to be opened through- 
out the Empire for the relief of those ren- 
dered destitute by the inundation of the 
past rainy season. 

A serious phenomena occurred intheval- 
ley of Mexico October 6th. Five large 
st reams of water burst suddenly from the 
mountain, which, it they do not diminish 
iu volume, will form a considerable river. 

An ex-rebel named Mitchell rented a 
plantation in the State of San Luis Potosi, 
and would plant 1000 acres in cotton next 
season. 

A railroad train was plundered by rob- 
bers from Vera Cruz, and an otricer and 
nine men of the Foreign Legion captured. 

It v.e.s said that Marshal Hazaine would 
dlapatah ■ powerful force to put an end to 
these outrages. 

Three hundred of Fignero's band are said 
to have been routed by citizen soldiers of 
Bogota, near that place, killing 37 and cap- 
turing t*>8 prisoners. 

Seven:\ H light Of the Austrian Hussars 
charged 400 of Fignero's baud on the Sid, 
and routed them. The loss of the latter 
was liTty killed .tud wounded. 
.Another account reports the eastern por- 
tion ot the Citv of Mexico submerged, aud 
that there is danger of a total overflow of 
the city.

Crime iu Brooklyn. 

Ni.w York, Nov. 1.— Crime in Brooklyn 
is on the increase aud the efforts of the po- 
lice do not check it. The number of arrests 
d;,iiv for felloniM are more than double 
what they were. The jail is now crowded 
with criminal*. The accommodations for 
their keeping are entirely inadequate. 
Highway robberies are of nightly occur- 
rence, some times in the most public thor- 
oughfares. Notwithstanding the recent in- 
crease of the police force, many of the citi- 
zens are in favor of a further increase im- 
mediately. 



Address to the Planters oi Alabama. 

Nkw Yokk, Nov. 1.— The Mobile Times 
publishes an address to the planters of Ala- 
bama, dated Montgomery October 18th, and 
signed by Stone, J. H. Chouton and Win. 
J. Baldwin, whose advice is as follows: The 
result of the recent war, so disastrous to 
the South, has been a revolution of your en- 
tire labor system. The 40,000 blacks who 
were recently your slaves, and subject to 
your will iu their every movement, are no 
longer under your individual control. 
Hitherto you had been accustomed to di- 
rect their "labor by your sovereign mandate, 
now you can command it only by contract. 
This brings about relations which are new 
to both races, aud brings them so suddenly 
upon such that both you and the blacks 
find it difficult to accjmmodate yourselves 
to the Almighty change. The black man is 
dazzled if «iiot"intoxicated with the view of 
freedom suddenly thrust upon him, while 
the white man is more or less oppressed 
with the thought that this element of his 
wealth is kept from him. The ignorant 
black man has in many instances fallen 
into the delusion that freedom means ex- 
emption from manual labor, and the white 
man, discouraged: by the indolence and in 
many cases the insolence of the negro, has 
exhibited symptoms of despoudeucy bor- 
dering on apothy. 

Naval Court-Martial — % ppoiutmeat. 

Washington, Nov. 1.— The naval court- 
martial of which Vice Admiral Farragut is 

E resident convened to-day, and Colonel 
[arston, of the marine corps, was ar- 
raigned before the court on tne charge of 
misapplying the mouey of new recruits 
placed in his hands. It is said that he 
pleaded guilty, and was allowed two days 
to prepare a stat?meut in extenuation of 
his offense. 

The President has appointed Colonel 
John 11. Taggart Internal Revenue Col- 
lector for the First District of Pennsylvania, 
in place of Mr. Harding, deceased. There 
were at least twenty other applicants, some 
of them strongly backed by political influ- 
ence. Colonel Taggart commanded one of 
the Pennsylvania regiments, and for some 
time past has been the Washington corres- 
pondent of the Philadelphia Inquirer. He 
is highly esteemed as a courteous aud esti- 



Kirhmond Enquirer Revived. 

New York, Nov. 1.— The Richmond En- 
quirer is revived by Messrs. Tyler, its late 
proprietor, and Coleman, and has a saluta- 
tory in which its editors say that the cause 
for which they contended has gone down 
forever, and bring the oath of allegiance, 
taken by ourselves in common with our 
fellow-citizens, a far different significance 
than the same oath could have had before 
the unsettled question of supremacy be- 
tween the State and Federal Governments 
had been decided by the arbitrament of 
war. Now we acknowledge allegiance to 
the Union; before we held obedience to be 
due tirst to the State. The same honesty 
and sincerity which made the sons of Vir- 
ginia brave the daugers of battle and sufl'er 
uncomplainingly the hardships of four 
years oi war will make them faithful to the 
oath of allegiance.

There is reason 
for asserting that the 1 nglish capitalists in 
the interest of the Atlantic and Great West- 
ern Railway Company sailed without hav- 
ing made any definite arrangements re- 
specting seaboard connections with the 
Erie road, which was Bought for by the 
Atlantic and Great Western Company. 

The delegates have done nothing more 
than made known to the parties in interest 
their respective views, but may hereafter 
issue more definite proposals. 

The propositions made to the Erie Com- 
pany are not such as could bo accepted, 
but it is possible such modifications may 
hereafter be made as will resuit in the con- 
nection of the two roads, either in the way 
of amalgamation, or by mutual running 
arrangements between the separate organ- 
izations.
